The case of the 
snibling sibling

Six- year- old Teddy was a tenderfoot primarily because he 
was always getting into h o t water. A mischievous little fellow, if 
he didn’t get himself into trouble one way, he always found 
another. 
As example, while playing in his father’s restaurant, he 
found a big knife on the counter and proceeded to cut his hand. 
And, if that alone didn’t cause his father enough grief, his 
m other com pounded his father’s anguish by hiring a lawyer so 
that snibling Teddy could sue his father for his injury. 
“ They’re all crazy,” insisted T eddy’s father in court. “ That 
includes m y wife, my snibling son and their attorney. Since I 
provide food, clothes and shelter for m y son, he can’t bite the 
hand that feeds him by suing m e.” 
“ He sure can,” responded his son’s lawyer. “Parenthood 
does not excuse a father from being negligent. And T eddy’s 
father was certainly negligent in leaving a sharp knife around so 
his son could find it and cut himself. Considering his tender age, 
T eddy’s cutting himself was exactly what could have been 
anticipated.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you hold T eddy’s 
father liable for the injury to his snibling sibling? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that in the 
absence of a statute to the contrary, a minor who is still 
dependent upon his parents for maintenance and support 
(unemancipated) cannot generally sue his parents for injuries 
caused by their ordinary negligence such as in this case. 
Domestic tranquility, proper parental discipline and control, 
family unity and social responsibility, noted the judge, are 
ample reasons for sustaining this policy.

I’m 14 and 
I’ve had no sex. Is that the 
only way of getting V.D.? 
Is vaginal discharge the only 
symptom of V.D.? How does 
V.D. harm a person? What 
is the cure for V.D.? 


I’ve had the urge a couple 
of times to go to the school 
nurse but I’m too embar­ 
rassed. What should I do if 
I think I have it? I hope 
you’ll print my letter be­ 
cause there are probably a 
lot of kids who have V.D. but 
are not sure that they’ve had 
it and don’t know what to do 
like me. 


Dear Reader—If you have 
not had any form of sexual 
activity with another person 
the likelihood of your having 


venereal disease 
is 
quite 
small. It’s possible to get 
syphilis by kissing a person 
who has the disease and the 
germ, or s p i r o c h e t e , is 
passed in a moist droplet. 
This is more apt to occur if 
the individual has a sore on 
the mouth. This is a relative­ 
ly uncommon way though of 
transmitting the disease. 
Vaginal discharge is more 
often related to the possibil­ 
ity of gonorrhea. You will 
not have a vaginal discharge 
from 
gonorrhea, 
however,
